Parliament passes law to fortify 

Central Bank 


ORANJESTAD -- Minister of 
Finance, Juan David 
Yrausquill, went to Parliament 
last Wednesday with the con¬ 
cept of a new law called, " The 
concept law regarding the 
change of the Central Bank's 
decree (AB 1991 no GT 33) 
and the anchoring of supervi¬ 
sion regarding the responsibil¬ 
ity of the Central Bank;” This 
is a concept of the law to for¬ 


tify the Central Bank with the 
necessary instruments to exer¬ 
cise her function effectively. 
This is a recommendation 
from international institutions 
with respect to the rale our 
local Central Bank has to su¬ 
pervise financial institutions 
an Aruba. 

Tins law entails the scope 
a f sup ervi si o n a f th e C entral 
Bank as well as to regulate the 
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so-called responsibility of the 
Central Bank, in article lb A 

The Minister reminded the 
Parliamentarians that in the 
last few years file Central Bank 
has acquired many new tasks 
for not complymg widi the rec¬ 
ommendations of the FATF 
with respect to money launder¬ 
ing and the financing of terror¬ 
ism 

One aspect that has not 
been regulated is the aspects 
included in tins law concept 
which has now been approved 
by Parliament. What is in¬ 
cluded in this law allows the 
directors and members of the 
board to work without having 
financial demands levied 
against them as they execute 
their work 

International norms say that 
we must put limitations to tins 
type of financial demands, ac¬ 
cording to the Munster

ORANJESTAD — On January 
17, 2014 Post Aruba issued its 
first philatelic issue of 2014: 
International Culture (Salvador 
Dali). Tins issue consists of 6 
stamps and 1 First Day Cover 
which were adapted by the 
local artist Michiko Takatsu, 
using images of the Salvador 
Dali paintings Hereunder 
there is a short description of 
the surrealist artist and the 6 
stamps 

Salvador Dali 

The Spanish artist Salvador 
Domingo Felipe Jacinto Dali 1 
Domenech (May 11, 19D4 - 
January 23, 1939), known as 
Salvador Dali, was a ground¬ 
breaking icon of the Surrealist 
movement and one of the 
greatest artists of the 20 th cen¬ 
tury His work probed the un¬ 
conscious world of thoughts, 
dreams and perception in fan¬ 
ciful and nightmarish images 
influenced by Freud, Cubism, 
Futurism and metaphysical art 
Extraordinarily imaginative, 
Dali also sculpted, and con¬ 
tributed to fashion, photogra¬ 
phy and theater. Nearly photo¬ 
graphic, Dali's art has been 
called die epitome of Surreal¬ 
ism. 

Dali was highly imagina¬ 
tive, and also enjoyed in¬ 
dulging in unusual and 
grandiose behavior. Hts eccen¬ 
tric manner and attention-grab¬ 
bing public actions sometimes 
drew more attention than Ins 
artwork, to the dismay of those 
wfiD held Ins work in high es¬ 
teem, and to the irritation o fins 
critics. 

The Persistence of Memory 
! De volhariling der 
hammering (1031) 

The Persistence of Memory is 
a 1931-painting by artist Sal¬ 
vador Dali, and is one of Ins 
most recognizable works 


First shown at the Julien Levy 
Gallery in 1932, the printing 
has been in the collection of 
the Museum of Modern Art 
(MoMA) in New York City 
since 1934. 

The well-known surrealist 
piece introduced the image of 
the soft melting packet watch 
It epitomizes Dali's theory of 
"softness" and 11 hardness", 
which was central to his think¬ 
ing at the time As Dawn Ades 
wrote, "The soft watches are an 
uneons ci ous syinb ol o f the rel - 
ahvity of space and time, a Sur¬ 
realist meditation on the 
collapse of our notions of a 
fix ed co smi cord er" This inter¬ 
pretation suggests that Dali was 
incorporating an understanding 
of tire w r orld introduced by Al¬ 
beit Einstein's Special Theory 
of Relativity Asked by Ilya 
Prigogme whether tins was in 
fact the case, Dali replied that 
the soft watches were not in¬ 
spired by tire theory of relativ¬ 
ity, but by tire surrealist 
perception of a Camembert 
cheese melting m tire sun

Tins stxikmg lithograph is from 
Tire Final Editions of tire Sal¬ 
vador Dali collection. Tins is a 
breathtaking work of hidden 
imagery. Posed with tire das sic 
lures of Master Dali's wife and 
muse Gala, and in true Dalm- 
lan fashion, profiles and faces 
are buried within the bouquet, 
of flowers creating a suireahs- 
tic assemblage of fantastic 
creatures 

The Swallow's Tail / 

Zwaluw’staart (1083) 

Tire Swallow's Tail — Series 
on Catastrophes w r as Salvador 
Dali's last painting It was 
completed in May 19 S3, as tire 
filial part of a series based on 
Rene Thom's (a French math¬ 


ematician) catastr ophe theory. 
The shape of Dali's Swallow’s 
Tail is taken directly from 
Thom’s four-dimensional 
graph of the same title, com¬ 
bined with a second catastro¬ 
phe graph, the s-curve that 
Thom dubbed, "the cusp 1 ' 

In his 1979 speech, "Gaia 
Velazquez and the Golden 
Fleece", presented upon his 
1979 induction into tire presti¬ 
gious Academic des Beaux- 
Arts a f tiie Institut de France, 
Dali described Thom's theory 
of catastrophes as 'the most 
beautiful aesthetic tire ory m 
tire world 1 . 

The Hallucinogenic Tore¬ 
ador / De hallucinogene 
toreador (1068-1070) 

Tire Hallucinogenic Toreador 
is air oil painting. It is currently 
being exhibited at the Salvador 
Dali Museum m St Peters¬ 
burg, FI on da. hi tins piece, 
Dali transmits Ins wife's dislike 
for bull fighting. By combining 
symbolism with optical illu¬ 
sions and estranging yet famil¬ 
iar motifs, he creates Ins own 
visual language. His appkca¬ 
tion of tire paranoiac-critical 
method within tins painting 
combines versatile images as 
an instructive example oflns 
artistic creation. 

The entire scene is con¬ 
tained within a bullfighting 
nng, submerged under a bar¬ 
rage of red and yellow tones, 
alluding tentatively to die col¬ 
ors of the Spam sir flag, in the 
upper left, section we observe a 
representational portrait oflns 
wife. Gala, to whom he dedi¬ 
cated this piece Her serious, 
rigid expression could be inter¬ 
preted as a pictorial represen¬ 
tation of her deep seated 
dislike for bullfighting. In the 
bottom left section there is a 
pattern of multicolored circles

This rectangular-shaped burst 
of colors immediately grasps 
die viewer's attention and

The Elephants / 

De ulitrmten ( 1948 ) 

The elephant is a recurring 
theme m the works of Dali, 
first appearing m lus 1944 
work Dream Caused by the 
Flight of a Bee Around a 
Pomegranate a Second Before 
Awakening, and also in "The 
Temptation of Saint Anthony" 
and "Swans Reflecting Ele¬ 
phants "Tire Elephants" differs 
from the other p aintmgs m that 
the animals are the primary 
£o cus o f the work, with a b ar- 
ren graduated background and 
lack of other content, where 
most of Dali's paintings con¬ 
tain much detail and points of 
interest The stork-legged ele¬ 
phant, is one of the best-lmown 
icons of Dali's work and adorn 
die walls of the Dali Museum 
m Spain. 

Tliere are various cultural 
depictions of elephants, where 
they are often viewed as sym¬ 
bols of strength, dominance 
and power due tc their bulk 
and weight Dab contrasts 
these typical associations by 
giving the elephants long, 
spindly, almost arachnid-hke 
legs, once described as "multi 
jointed, almost invisible legs 
of desire". Dali enhances the 
appearance of strength and 
weight by depicting the ele¬ 
phants carrying massive 
obelisks on their backs, how¬ 
ever, on close inspection it can 
be seen that these weights are 
floating. Tics obelisks on the 
backs of the elephants are be¬ 
lieved to be inspired by Gian 
Lorenzo Bernini's sculpture 
base in Rome of an elephant 
carrying an ancient obelisk, 
which was mentioned in sev¬ 


eral -communications of the 
■artist, and thus can be consid¬ 
ered a reliable claim. 

8 an tia go El Grande / St. 

Jacob van Compostela 
( 1957 ) 

“Santiago El Grande' 1 is Span¬ 
ish for St. James die Great, and 
here Dali pays spectacular tub¬ 
ule to the Apostle St James, the 
patron saint of Spain. He's 
shown astride a monumental 
rearing steed that rises victori¬ 
ous from the sea, dappled in 
scallop shells, as his - and the 
entire p Banting’s — upward mo - 
tion signifies Christ's, and ulti¬ 
mately man's, ascension toward 
Heaven. The crucified Christ 
figure is one of die most glori¬ 
ous ever captured on canvas, 
complete with radiant bands of 
eternal light emanating from his 
perfect form - here replacing 
die sword, often seen in statues 
of the same heroic theme 

Among other marvelous de¬ 
tails m tins iconic religious 
masterwork is yet another por¬ 
trait o f Gala, seen in the lower 
right comer And m the hind 
quarters of the stunningly life¬ 
like horse, we see an atomic 
cloud burst reflecting Dali's 
interest in then-new discover¬ 
ies m nuclear physics and ins 
deepening belief that science 
and Christianity had more in 
common than had previously 
been thought. At the center of 
the atomic cloud mass is a 
s we etly p amte d j asmin e fl o wer 
- a symbol of purity and har¬ 
mony, and a favorite of Dali, 
winch he’d sometimes place 
h elnnd Ins ears or upon the tips 
c f hi s 1 eg end ary mu staehe!

Clashes erupt in Kiev after defiant 
mass protest 


KIEV (AFP) - Clashes between 
police and protesters raged in 
the center of die Ukrainian cap¬ 
ital Kiev yesterday after 
200,000 defied newrestnchons’ 
on protests to turn out for a new 
rally against President Viktor 
Yanukovych. 

S everal h ours o f the bl o a dy 
clashes left dozens injured and 
further raised stakes in die al¬ 
most two month-standoff be¬ 
tween the opposition and 
Yanukovych which has seen 
protesters seize control of the 
center of Kiev 

The US embassy in Kiev 
urged an end to the violence In 
a statement is called on the 
Ukrainian government to "im¬ 
mediately start negotiations 
with all sides t.o resolve the po¬ 
litical standoff address protest¬ 
ers' concerns, and prevent 
violence from spreading". 

Ukrainian police used tear 


gas, stun grenades and water 
caimon in a bid to disperse the 
hundreds o f p eople who sou ght 
to storm police cordons near 
the Verkhovna Rada parliament 
in the capital, witnesses and 
AFP correspondents said 

In some of the most violent 
scenes since the start of' the 
protests, demonstrators racked 
police buses outside the Verk¬ 
hovna Rada and set two of 
them on fire while the air filled 
with the stench of tear gas 

Their faces covered by 
scarves or ski masks, many of 
the protesters wielded sticks or 
even chains amid temperatures 
of minus seven degrees Cel¬ 
sius They were confronted by 
helmeted not police equipped 
with shields. 

Health officials said 24 peo¬ 
ple were injured and three were 
hospitalised, while police said 
more than 30 officers were hurt 


and 10 hospitalised. Police in¬ 
sisted the water cannon was 
used to douse flames on the 
buses and not against protest¬ 
ers. 

Hie flames from the blazing 
police bus lit up the evening 
sky while the thud of smoke 
bombs and stun grenades 
echoed around. 

In what amounted to a 
pitched battle, the protesters 
threw stones and Molotov 
co details as they sought to pen¬ 
etrate pdice lines whenever tire 
tear gas and smoke cleared 

Opposition leaders includ¬ 
ing former bo zing champion 
Vitali Klitschko and Arseniy 
Yatsenyuk called on the pro¬ 
testers to refrain from using 
force but their calls were ig¬ 
nored He urged the president 
to "call early elections so that 
tiie situation does not get any 
worse".

Rejoined 
the SBC as a radio host in 2007 after a decade of jour¬ 
nalism in Ghana. He moved to BBC television in 2009, 
anchoring live coverage of major events including the 
funeral of North Korean dictator Kim Jong-11 and the 
wedding of Britain's Prince William and Kate Middleton. 
He covered the death of Nelson Mandela in December, 
describing it as "one of the moments that will stay with 
me". Reused to say: 'There's so much more to tell about 
Africa than the usual stories about war, famine and dis¬ 
ease."

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
1 awin akers r ai s e d cone am s 
Sunday about the threat of at¬ 
tacks at the upcoming Winter 
Olympics in Sochi, with one 
faulting Russia for not sharing 
intelligence. 

"Hie till'eats are real They 
are basically calling for attacks 
on the Olympics I think you're 
going to see attempts to do 
that," said Michael McCaul, 
the chairman of the House 
Homeland Security Commit¬ 
tee, m an interview from 
Moscow with ABC's "Hus 
Week." 

McCaul said Russian au¬ 
thorities were taking the 
threats seriously, deploying 
1 00,000 security officials to 


erect a "ring of steel" to secure 
the Sochi airport, mountain 
trains and the Games them¬ 
selves. 

If there were attacks, he 
said, they would more likely 
be directed at soft targets like 
transportation. 

Hie Republican congress¬ 
man added that the diplomatic 
security corps said it w r as get¬ 
ting good coop eration from die 
Russians, and noted that two 
dozen FBI agents were as¬ 
signed to the games. 

Another key congressman, 
House Intelligence Committee 
chairman Mike Rogers, said 
Russian authorities were 
clearly concerned about secu¬ 
rity 


“But we don't seem to be 
getting all of the information 
we need to protect our athletes 
in the games," he said on 
CNN's "State of the Union " 

Rogers, a Republican, said 
the Russians'unwillingness tD 
share information with US in¬ 
telligence was “a departure of 
cooperation that is very con¬ 
cerning to me." 

"So what we're finding is 
they aren't giving us the full 
story about what are the threat, 
streams, who do we need to

S.Korea on alert after bird flu confirmed 

SEOUL (AFP) - South Korea stepped up the culling of 
poultry and enforced strict quarantine measures Satur¬ 
day to stop the country's first outbreak of bird flu in 
three years from spreading, officials said. Some 21,000 
ducks on a poultry farm in Gochang in North Jeolta 
Province -- 300 kilometres (187 miles) southwest of 
Seoul -- were culled after avian influenza was found 
there, the agriculture ministry said. Ducks were found 
on Friday to have been infected with a highly pathogenic 
form of avian influenza and a tight sanitary cordon has 
been established around the farm. The culling of €0,000 
ducks at nearby farms has also begun and a probe into 
the deaths of about 1,000 migratory birds in a reservoir 
in Gochang has been opened, the ministry added. Quar¬ 
antine measures were also enforced at 24 other farms in 
four different provinces that were known to have pur¬ 
chased ducks from the Gochang farm.

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Astronomers 
'see' strands 
of cosmic 
web 


PARIS (AFP) - Astronomers 
said Sunday they had for tire 
hi st time seen the gas strands 
theorised to hold the universe 
together m a "cosmic web". 

They had used the intense 
radiation generated by a quasar 
-- a byproduct of a supemias- 
sive black hole -- acting as a 
type of cosmic flashlight to il¬ 
luminate pait of the vast fila¬ 
ment network. 

Co sinologists believe that 
matter between galaxies is dis¬ 
tributed in a network of strands 
known as the cosmic web. 

The vast majority of atoms 
in the umverse are thought to 
reside m tins web as hydrogen 
left aver from the Big Bang, 
and galaxies are believed to 
form at network nodes. 

"Hus is the first time anyone 
has been able to capture an 
image of the cosmic web, 
demonstrating its filamentary 
structure," said astronomy 
doctoral student Fabrizio Ar¬ 
il gom Battaia, who took part in 
the observations at the Keck 
Observatory in Hawaii 

Tire team had focused on 
m as a v e neb ul a or d eep - sp ac e 
cloud, where the strands inter¬ 
sect. 

They could study the nebula 
thanks to illumination pro¬ 
vided by a quasar - radiation 
generated by cosmic matter 
falling into a galaxy's central 
supermassive black hole — 
with the aid of computer light 
filters. 

Quasars are the most lumi¬ 
nous objects in die universe 

" In tins case, we were lucky 
that the flashlight is pointing 
right at the cosmic web, mak¬ 
ing some af its gas glow," said 
researcher Sebastiano Can- 
talupo of the University of 
California in Santa Cruz

Antibiotics are thought to 
have saved hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of lives since Alex air der 
Fleming first discovered peni¬ 
cillin in 1928. 

But even Fleming's own 
warnings of impending drug 
resistance went unheeded, and 
now scientists say people may 
start dying from infections like 
meningitis and septicaemia that 
are eminently curable today. 

The answer? Prudent ding 
use -- better and faster diagno¬ 
sis tD determine whether air in¬ 
fection is viral or bacterial and 
whether it is even susceptible 
to treatment 

Farmers must stop feeding 
antibiotics Sd then livestock, 
and hospital and individuals 
improve their hygiene to pre¬ 
vent bacterial spread 


PARIS (AFP) - Humans face tire 
very real lisk of a future without 
antibi otic s, a worl d a f plummet 
mg life expectancy where peo¬ 
ple die from diseases easily 
treatable today, scientists say. 

Experts tracking tire rise of 
drug resistance say years of 
health gains could" be rolled 
back by mutating imcrob es that 
make illnesses more difficult 
and expensive to cure and carry 
a higher risk of death. 

Same say the threat to well¬ 
being is on the scale of global 
warming or terrorism - yet re¬ 
sistance is being allowed to 
spread through an entirely pre¬ 
ventable means -- improper use 
of antibiotics 

"It is a major public health 
problem, 11 Patrice Courvalim, 
who heads the Antibacterial 
Agents Unit of France's Pasteur 
Institute, told AFP. "It is about 
more than not being able to 
treat, a disease It will erase 
much progress made in the last 
20-30 years" 

Without antibiotics to tackle 
opportunistic bacteria that p Dse 
apaiti cul ar risk for p eople who 
are very ill, major surgery, 
organ transplants or cancer and 
leukaemia treatment may be¬ 
come impossible, he explained 

"In some parts of the world, 
already we have run out o f an¬ 
tibiotics," said Timothy Walsh, 
a pro fess or c f rnedi cal microbi - 
□logy at Cardiff University. 

"In places in India Pakistan, 
Bangladesh, possibly Russia 
Southeast Asia central South 
America we are at the end 
game There's nothing left. And 
unfortunately there is nothing 
in the pipeline either" 

Resistance to drugs emerges 
through changes m die bac¬ 
terium's genetic code - altering 
the target on its surface to which 


antibiotics would normally 
bind, making the germ impene¬ 
trable or allowing it to destroy 
or "spit out" die antibiotic. 

These super-germs triumph 
through Darwinian pressure, 
helped by humans. 

The wrong antibiotics, taken 
for too short a period, in too 
low a dose or stopped to early, 
will fail to kill die altered mi¬ 
crobes 

Instead, die drugs will indis¬ 
criminately damage other bac¬ 
teria and give die resistant 
strain a competitive advantage 
— allowing it to dominate and 
spread 

At the b ase o f the pr obi an. is 
doctors prescribing antibiotics 
wrongly or unnecessarily, and 
tire ease widi winch medicines 
can be obtained without a 
script in some parts of the 
world, including Asia and 
Africa. 

As much as 70 percent of 
antibiotics are given for viral 
infections, against winch they 
are wholly ineffective, the ex¬ 
perts say. 

Then there is the problem of 
farmers in countries like die 
United States adding antibi¬ 
otics to animal feed to help 


herds grow faster 

Compounding all of dns is 
die rise in global travel — a 
boon for bacterial spread, and 
a sharp drop in antibiotics de¬ 
velopment blamed on alack of 
financial incentives for the 
pharmaceutical industry 
The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion (WHO) says drug resist¬ 
ance “threatens a return to the 
pre-antibiotic era". 

"Many infectious diseases 
risk becoming unbeatable or 
uncontrollable," it states in a 
faclsheet on antimicrobial re¬ 
sistance. 

A case in point some 450 
000 people developed multi¬ 
drug resistant (MDR) TB in 
2012 and 170,000 died from it. 
MDR TB does not respond to 
die most potent TB drugs; -- 
isomazid and rifampin 

Nearly 10 percent of MDR 
cases are thought to be of the 
even deadlier XDR (exten¬ 
sively drug resistant) variety 
which does not respond to a yet 
wider range o f drugs. 

Like other drug-resistant mi¬ 
crobes, MDR andXDRTB can 
be transferred directly between 
people — you can get it even if 
you have never taken antibi-

France clears Bermuda, Jersey on tax 
fraud cooperation 


PARIS (AFP) - France has re¬ 
moved Bermuda and Jersey 
from a hst of states that are un¬ 
cooperative in efforts to com¬ 
bat tax fraud., according to a 
finance ministry decree pub¬ 
lished yesterday 

The change took effect on 
January i under an accord "al¬ 
lowing the exchange of all ne¬ 
cessary' information and the 
application of tax legislation", 
according to the decree pub¬ 
lished m an official gazette. 

The Socialist head of the 
French parliament's foreign af¬ 
fairs co mmi tte e, Ei l s ab eth 
Gmgou. and the party's general 


rapporteur on budget issues, 
Christian Eckert, were quick to 
denounce the accord m a state¬ 
ment as "unjustified" 

The Global Forum on 
Transparency and Exchange of 
Information for Tax Purposes, 
which met in Jakarta in No¬ 
vember, deemed the two states 
“largely compliant", stopping 
short of the top rating of "com¬ 
pliant". 

The forum, under the aegis 
of the Organisation for Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation and Devel¬ 
opment, rates jurisdictions on 
how well they comply with 
rules on tax transparency 



At the instigation of many 
advanced countries, the Paris- 
based GECD has spearheaded 
a cl amp down on tax evasion 
and the concealment of illicit 
funds. 

Hie movement to scrap 
banking secrecy policies in

Aruba Chambero of Commerce: 

Moderate positive economic 
outlook for 2014 


ORANJESTAD - Looking 
back at what 2013 brought 
about for the Aruban economy, 
one may observe that the first 
complete year - without an oil 
refinery op crating on the island 
- went reasonably well. 

On the positive side, 
tourism performance compen¬ 
sated partially for the loss of 
the refinery, growing consider¬ 
ably. Logically this was not 
enough to do away with all the 
unemployment caused by the 
re finely shutdown in 2D 13. A 
decrease of approximately 2% 
in payroll tax during the first 
10 months of the year - com¬ 
pared to the same period dur¬ 
ing 2D 12 - is an indication that 
unemployment may still be on 
the high side Hie opeinng of 
the Ritz Carlton hotel in late 
November 2013 may have 
brought along a positive 
change in unemployment fig¬ 
ures; however, the chronic lack 
of reliable unemployment sta¬ 
tistics hampers a clear view of 
the current situation. 

Hie other government rev¬ 
enue figures, which may serve 
as parameters for economic 


growth, are on the positive side 
Hie turnover tax (BBQ) showed 
a little improvement of 1 2% 
during the abovementioned pe¬ 
riod, compared to 2012, while 
import duties presented a con¬ 
siderable increase of over Z% in 
that same period of time. To¬ 
gether with a deflation during 
the enure year -mostly due to a 
decrease in electricity and water 
tariffs - 2013 may go into the 
books with a moderate increase 
of real GDP 

For 2 014, the up start o f var- 
ions relatively large scale proj¬ 
ects, such as the expansion of 
the hospital, the freeway con¬ 
necting the airport and the 
hotel area in Oranjestad, and 
the construction of the “Green 
Corridor 1 ' (a new freeway be¬ 
tween the airport and San 
Nicolas), may create the basis 
for increased investments and 
economic growth. However, 
one should keep in mind that 
these projects are boosting em¬ 
ployment only temporarily as 
no permanent economic activ¬ 
ity, nor employment, will be 
created by then implementa¬ 
tion alone.

O'Sullivan wins fifth Masters title 



LONDON (AFP) - Ronnie O'Sullivan won his fifth Mas¬ 
ters title with a 10-4 win over defending champion Mark 
Selby in the final at London's Alexandra Palace on Sun¬ 
day. World champion O'Sullivan all but put the result 
against his fellow Englishman beyond doubt by storm¬ 
ing into a 7-! lead at the end of the first session in the 
best of 19 frames contest. The Rocket', cheered on by 
some raucous fans in what is effectively a 'home' tour¬ 
nament given he hails from Chigwell, just east of Lon¬ 
don, then won the opening frame of the evening 
session. Selby, from Leicester in the English Midlands, 
did claim three frames in all during that second session 
to give the scoreline a touch more respectability. Just 
a year ago 0'Sullivan, one of the most talented players 
snooker has known but with a sometimes volatile tem¬ 
perament, didn't play in the Masters but attended as a 
spectator am id suggestions he was on the verge of quit¬ 
ting the game completely. Selby, who defeated O'Sulli¬ 
van in the 2010 Masters final, admitted he had been 
well-beaten this time. "Whenever he got the chance he 
put me under pressure," Selby said, "He's fantastic at
